Fire Code Official. The Fire-Rescue Chief of the City of San
Diego, or any member of the Fire-Rescue Department designated
by the Fire-Rescue Chief to carry out the provisions of this
Article.

Jurisdiction. The City of San Diego.

Wildland-Urban Interface Fire Area. A geographical area
identified by the State as a “Fire Hazard Severity Zone” in
accordance with Public Resources Code sections 4201 through
4204 and Government Code sections 51175 through 51189, or
other areas designated by the City of San Diego Fire-Rescue
Department to be at significant risk from wildfires.

Local Addition. The following term and its definition is added as follows:

Fire Department Standby Personnel. City of San Diego Fire-
Rescue Personnel who are employed to prevent and mitigate any
hazards associated with large public assemblies, events or
activities where their presence has been deemed necessary by the
Fire Code Official.
